REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant essentially argues that the reference to Sidles failed to teach "inserting discrete fibers through each preform" and a 
step of "infusing a resin matrix through each preform". With respect to the "infusing" applciant is referred to the final rejection for a 
complete discussion of the same. The reference clearly suggested through impregnation of the preforms and thus clearly 
suggested "infusing" within a broad reasonable interpretation of the term. See the Final rejection. Regarding the inserting step, 
the reference to Sidles clearly provided a planar woven material as the substrate which was provided with X- and Y- direction 
fibers therein. The reference suggested that those skilled in the art would have had the fibers 30 "pass through the plane of the 
substrate and preferrable are anchored in the substrate", column 3. lines 14-17. Clearly, to pass the fibers through the substrate 
they must have been iinserted through the substrate. Clearly. Sidles suggested an inserting step as defined in order to introduce 
the fibers into the planar substrate wherein such additionally appears to include tufting the substrate. No claims are allowed.
